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The bul returns that I have pebdived are 
from Hehe General Cronan, command- 
ing the 9th brigade, Ist division, and Lieut. 
Col. Forstalo, division Inspector of the Ist 
division. 

The report of Lieut. Col. Forstalo shows 
a great reduction in the volunteer force of 
the Ist division. This force is composed 
principally of young men, dependent on their 
salaries or wages for support, and they are 
therefore little able to bear the expenses 
which volunteers necessarily incur. Up to 
the present year an annual appropriation 
was made by the Legislature for their sup- 
port. That appropriation not having been 





made by the last Legislature, the whole bur- 


then of expense has fallen upon the individ- 
uals composing the several corps, and being 
unable to bear them they withdrew, causing 
the disbanding of the Infantry of the Legion, 
and a great diminution of the other Corps. 
Some idea may be formed of the expenses 
by an official statement made to me on the 
6th of June last, by Captain Bercier, com- 
manding the 3d company of the battalion of 
Orleans Artillery. He states, 

“The yearly expenses of the company for 
the last two or three years, with restrictions 
and great economy amount to about the sum 
of $700; the amount received from the 
State averaged yearly about $150, which 
shows an excess of disbursements of about 
$550, and the excess is very onerous on the 
members of the company, in order to main- 
tain the company in its discipline and prac- 
tice.” 

There is every reason to fear that unless 
the State restore the appropriations, the vol- 
unteer force of the parish of Orleans will be 
dissolved. The necessity of its continuance 
is too obvious to require argument, The 
law makes it the duty of the “Adjutant and 
Inspector General to inspect all the forces 
of the State at least once in each year. This 
duty involves a very heavy expense, and the 
Legislature having appropriated only $500 
towards the payment of my salary, the in- 
sufficiency of this amount, scarcely adequate 
to defraying my travelling expenses, prevent- 
ed my discharging a duty that I was most 
anxious to perform. 

Neglect of duty on the part of the Adju- 
tant and Inspector General has been a fre- 
quent theme of censure on the floor of 
the Legislature. It is not my province 
to examine whether the censure be well 
or ill founded, but I think there would 
be less cause for complaint, if that officer 
was less independent.

a copy of which is annexed, praying that an- 
appropriation be made by the city to pay the 
keeper of the Arsenal, and one assistant. 
The prayer was granted, and a resolution 
making the appropriation was passed unani- 
mously by the two boards. I would respect- 
fully suggest to Your Excellency to recom- 
mend to the Legislature to reimburse to the 
city the amount appropriated.
